MHE sons of two Soviet 
Cabinet Ministers are 
Implicated in a case in 

which three _— girls — the 
daughters of high Soviet 
officers—have been arrested 
for larceny and debauchery, 
the Moscow Komsomolskaya 
Pravda reported on August 
16. 

The report heralds the 
first serious moves in a 
campaign which for several 
years now has been ginger- 
ly waged by the Soviet 
authorities ugainst — the 
“golden youth"—the adoles- 
cent children of — higher 
oflicials who have been de- 
vinting from the = straight 
and narrow path of Com- - 
munist virtue. 

There exists in Moscow the 
“Jot sot"—a group of — yours 
people which Includes the sons 
of many Government members 
—whore conduct has caused a 
greot deal of worry, both to the 
educational authorities and to 
the police, but which has re- 
mained untouched because of 
fhotr parents’ high standing 

This has made it diMeult for 
the putice to prosecute vigorous- 
ly Its campalgn — against other 
such “sets"—aimd there are many 
in Moscow--and has created a 
social problem of some gravity 
in a country where eccentrictly 
in behaviour Is viewed with the 
yiveatest suspicion, 


DRUNKEN ORGIES 


The naming of the two 
ministerial sons — those of 
Kabanov, Minister oof  Foresgn 
Trade, and of Petukhov, Mini- 
ster of Heavy Engineering---in 
Komsomolskaya = Pravda sug- 
Rests thot the “jet set" cs at last 
under attack, 

The three girls who have been 
arrested are the daughters of a 
major-general, a colunel In the 
pecuny service, and a lieuten- 
ant-colonel In the air foroe, The 
Ministers’ sens, although not 
charged with any crimes, are 
accused of moral responsibility 
ond of alding and abetting in 
the ccrruption of the girls by 
playing with them = and par- 
tielpating In “drunken orgies.” 

The girls, he paper com. 
plains, iad neither spun nor 
totied, but read cheap Western 
mystery stories, affected 


Western-style clothes, frequent- 
od restaurants and night-clubs, 
and teamed up with “golden 
youths” with whom they spent 
the weck-cnds tn dissolute jnzz 
orgies. Although they had been 
plentifully supplied in all ¢heir 
wants by doting parents, they 
systematically ico! their own 
homes and the homes of friends 
to buy “forbidden delights." 

In this indictment there ore 
all the elements of the case the 
Soviet press has been making 


for the past two er three year poct 


against the “golden youth.” 
Soviet papers have been com- 
plaining for some time about the 
manner jn which these young 
people dress, and have’ given to 
them dhe — colleotive name 

“Stlyagi,” or those who follow 
their own and bighly-Individual 
style of dressing, According 10 
an cariicr article In Komsomol- 
skaya Pravda, rome girl 
“stilyagi" dress thus: 

“A rather nice coat fastened 
by a strange belt) and cheap 
buckle, a purse—similar to a 
sultease of large proportions— 
hanging from = (he = shoulder. 
kapron (nylon- type) stockings 
with black _ heels. 


TIGHT DRESSES 


But according lo another 
paper, Sovietskaya Kultura, it 
can be much worse than this: 

“Girl stilyagl wear dretses 
stretched tight on their figure to 
the polut of indecency, The 
skirts cre slit Their laps are 
bright with lipstick, In) summer 
they are shod in ‘Roman’ 
sandals. Their bale 18 done én 
the atyle cf ‘fashionable’ foreign 
Wim actresses.” 

The young men are no better, 
A thumbe-nall sketeh ef one in 
lavestla goes thus: 

“Trousers tucked into h's 
vovts, ke an accordion, a aports 
cap pulled down over his eyes, a 
talse tocth, bangs and a frown.” 

A. deseription in Sovietskaya 
Kultura edds that ties with pie- 
tures of half-naked women are 
much svuglt after, that shocs 
ure “unfallingly narrow -footed 
and two sizes tco large so that 
the toes would turn up, — thal 
the jJuckets are long and green, 
whth patch pockets and padded 
shoulders, and ‘the trousers nar- 
row, ‘Che halr is hivaricbly 
long.”
